the 17th of October. On Saturday morning, at 10 o’clock, the 

Rev. J. P. Cline preached in the German language. ‘Text, Phil. 

i. 11. In the afternoon, at 2 o’clock, the same brother addressed 

the people in the English language. Text, John xv. 1—8. At 

night the Rev. J. G. Morris officiated, and based his observations 
on Ps. xl. 1—4. 


EXERCISES ON THE LORD’S DAY. 


The weather was exceedingly unfavorable, but yet the services 
were well attended throughout the day. At 8 o’clock, A. M.,a 
prayer meeting was held, which continued until nearly 10 o’clock, 
when the Rev. Dr. Kurtz, sen. preached in the German language on 
1 Cor. ii. 12. Our revered father in Christ mentioned the interest- 
ing fact that, 42 years ago, he dedicated that house to the worship 
of Almighty God. Few of those who were present on that occa- 
sion now survive. After Dr. Kurtz had concluded his discourse, 
the Rev. J. Winter preached in the English language from Heb. iv. — 
14. The Lord’s Supper was then administered to a large number 
of communicants. — 

In the afternoon the Rev. J. Kehler preached in the English lan- 
guage from 1 Tim. i. 15, and was followed by Rev. D. Hauer in 
an impressive exhortation. 

At the same hour the Rev. H. Borchers preached in the German 
language in the academy from James i. 17. 

At night the Rev. S. W. Harkey preached in the English lan- — 
guage from Prov. xxin. 26, and was followed by the Rev. Mr. 
Startzman in a pungent exhortation. 

Thus concluded the services of the day, which, altogether, were 
of about seven hours continuance, but without any visible signs of — 
weariness to the attentive audience. | !

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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


TO THE 


EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 


OF 


MARYLAND. 


BeLoveD BRETHREN :— 

The period appointed for holding the twenty-second annual session of 
our synod has arrived, and we meet under circumstances which call loud- 
ly for the most grateful emotions of dur hearts. We need not remind 
you of those circumstances, as they will readily occur to your own 
minds. We can not, however, refrain from remarking, that amid the 
various vicissitudes of the past synodical year, death has not been per- | 
mitted to make any inroads among us; and though there is abundant 
cause for humiliation and self-reproach, yet we have many evidences of 
the divine favor, and of the continued exercise of God’s gracious provi- 
dence in behalf of our Zion. Let us, therefore, cordially thank the Fa- 
ther of mercies for the many “good and perfect gifts” conferred upon 
us, ecclesiastically as well as personally; let us bow before him in the 
dust of contrition on account of our past unprofitableness and sinfulness, | 
and renew our vow of future devotion to his service and obedience to 
his precepts. His ‘‘ grace will be sufficient for us;’’ and ‘ through 
him who strengtheneth us, we shall be able to do all things.”’ 

According to your instructions, given at the last synod in Waynesbo- 
ro, your President and the Rev.. Mr. Haesbert proceeded to Washington 
city on the 9th of November last, and on the following Lord’s day li- 
censed and installed the Rev. H. Borchers, as pastor of the German 
congregation in that city. It remains for the ministerium to confirm or 
annul that licensure ; we feel no hesitancy in recommending brother Bor- 
chers as a worthy, orthodox, and industrious minister of Christ. 

. On the 14th Nov. the Rev. Dr. Giustiniani, formerly a respectable 
and zealous Roman Catholic priest in the city of Rome, but for several 
years a faithful protestant minister of the gospel, in the employment of 
the Western Colonial Missionary Society in England as missionary in 
Australia, applied for admission into our synod. After examining his 
numerous and flattering credentials from the most respectable sources, 
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: 6 
and satisfying ourselves of his qualifications and the purity of his mo- | 
tives, we cheerfully received him, and it will now devolve upon the 
- ministerium to decide as to the propriety of that act. 

The committee constituted to take measures to erect a missionary sta- 
tion, for the benefit of our German brethren on Fell’s Point, Balt., com- 
posed of the Rev. Dr. Kurtz, sen., the Rev. Mr. Morris, Mr. Sauer- 
wein, and your President, appointed the Rev. Dr. Giustiniani as mis- 
sionary to that station, and agreed to allow him the compensation pro- 
mised by the synod. But we were very much embarrassed for the 
want of funds to carry out the design of synod. Though a resolution 
was passed requiring all our ministers to take up collections or subscrip- 
tions for the maintenance of said missionary, yet very few complied, 
and the consequence was, that though your missionary labored most 
zealously, ‘‘ in season and out of season,’”’ yet the trivial recompense 
we were enabled to afford him, fell far short of what he had a right to 
expect, and was by no means adequate to his support. Perceiving the 
embarrassment of your committee, arising from the non-compliance of 
the members of synod with the resolution to raise funds for his support, 
he sometime since magnanimously resigned all claims on the committee 
that might accrue from future services, and generously continued his 
missionary labors at his own cost, subject, however, to the instruction 
and control of your committee, just as if he were receivivg the promi- 
sed compensation from them. A document exhibiting the amount of 
finds raised for the support of our missionary, and paid over to him 
by your committee is subjoined to this address. ‘This laudable proce- 
dure of our missionary, entitles him to all praise, and we have no doubt 
the synod will now consider itself bound to take his case into conside- 
ration and do him ample justice. We must yet further add, that Dr. 
Giustiniani has finally resigned his station on the Point, and it will be 
necessary to mstruct your committee in its future operations in refer- 
ence to the missionary station in question. This is the more impor- 
tant, as Dr. Giustiniani has succeeded, during the short term of his ser- 
vice in collecting several hundred dollars toward the accomplishment of 
the purpose contemplated, 

Last April our esteemed brother, the Rev. C. F. Schaeffer, then iof 
Hagerstown, applied for, and of course received, a letter of dismission 
from synod, with a view to take charge of the theological seminary of 
the evangelical Lutheran church in Ohio. We are confident we do but 
give utterance to the sentiments of synod, when we express our gratifi- 
cation at the extended prospect of usefulness which has been opened to 
_ the Rev. professor Schaefier, and offer up our prayer to the Head of 
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the church tor the divine blessing on him in his new sphere of opera- 
tion. We are happy to add that the district vacated by professor 
Schaeffer, has since been supplied in the person of our worthy brother, 
E. Keller. But this change has unfortunately left the late district of 
brother Keller, at Taneytown, without a pastor. Permit us to remark, 
in this connexion, that there are two other pastoral districts within our 
bounds destitute of ministers, viz: Woodsboro’, in Frederick county, 
and Boonsboro’, in Washington county; the former vacated by the 
acceptanee of an agency for the Parent Education Society, by its late 
pastor, the Rev. R- Weiser, and the latter having remained unsupplied 
ever since the removal to York of our respected brother, the Rev. Solo- 
mon Oswald. These parishes are both able and willing to support 
faithful and efficient ministers, and it is the duty of the synod to en- 
deavor to make suitable provision for them. At the same time, we 
would earnestly recommend to the consideration of synod the interests 
of our Zion at Westminster, and vicinity in Carroll county. ‘There are 
a number of Lutheran families in the town of Westminster, and many 
more in the adjacent neighborhood, and brother Harpel, with all his 
industry and zeal cannot sufficiently attend to them. A new district 
should be formed without further delay, and we are happy to add, that 
brother Harpel will cheerfully assign one or two of his churches for this 
purpose, and afford all reasonable aid for its accomplishment. The 
claims of the neighborhood have been too long overlooked, and are cer- 
tainly entitled to immediate attention. 

Agreeably to the request of brother Keller, brothe:s Cline, Winter, 
and Startzman were appointed a committee to install him as pastor at 


Hagerstown in August last, ard we presume this solemn duty has been 
attended to. 7 


The Parent Education Society has become involved in debt, and as 
the church encouraged that society to receive, on its list of beneficiaries, 
all worthy applicants, it is the duty of this synod to divide with sister 
synods, the heavy burden of pecuniary obligation, and to adopt ade- 
quate measures to aid in relieving it of its present embarrasments. 

The interests of the Lutheran Observer are respectfully and ear- 
-nestly recommended to the continued.good wishes and affectionate 
support of synod. ‘The success of this publication is of the highest 
importance to the prosperity of our Zion, and, in our judgment, it be- 
hooves the members of synod to evince more activity in increasing its 
circulation. Would it be too much to ask each member to give a pledge 
(and to redeem it without delay,) to obtain a specific number of sub- 
seribers within the first three months after the adjournment of synod ? 
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We submit this proposition with all deference to your serious delibera- 


tion. 

The Book Company have been prosecuting their operations during 

the last six months with as wuch vigor as the state of their funds justi- 
fied. We have entire confidence in the success and extensive useful- 
ness of this enterprize ;—unless untoward events or unexpeeted disasters 
overtake it, it cannot fail to prosper, and to exert an immense influence 
for good in behalf of our Zion. — 
It will be the duty of the synod to elect three new directors of the 
Theological Seminary at Gettyshurg, viz: two clerical in the place of 
Rev. Messrs. Harkey and Weiser, and one lay in the room of Col. L. 
Kemp, all whose term of service expires at the present session. Dele- 
gates to the genéral synod will also have to be elected. The altered 
constitution entitles us to three ministerial and three lay-delegates. See 
Constitution, Part iii. Article 3. 

The constitutional time of our presidency having expired, we renew 
our thanks, in retiring, for the confidence reposed in us, and pray God 
to smile upon our efforts as a synod to do his will. May he enlighten 
and direct our deliberations, preserve us and our Zion in love and har- 
mony, and inspire us with new and enlightened zeal and fidelity in the 
great work of saving our own souls, and in the exercise of our instru- 
mentality for the salvation of others and the glory of our common 


Master.

Committee No. 5 beg leave to report, that the documents committed 
to them are the proceedings of the synod of Hartwick, for the years 
1839 and ’40. 

This synod held its session at Middleburg, N. Y., in Sept., 1839, 
during which the utmost harmony and good feeling prevailed. From 
their parochial report it appears they have under their care 16 congre- 
gations, and during the year they have baptised 327 infants, 36 adults ; 
confirmed 264; communicants 3 1129; prayer meetings 28; Sabbath 
schools 19. 

This synod held its last session at Brunswick, N. Y., on the 5th of 
September and the following days, 1840. 10 ministers were present, 
and 2 absent. ‘The Rev. G. A, Lintner, D. D., was elected President, 
Levi Sternberg; Secretary, and Adam Crownse, Treasurer. 21 con- 
gregations were reported as being under the care of synod, and the pa- 
rochial report is as follows: baptised 296 infant, 50 adults; 301 con- 
firmed; 44 admitted ; 3,565 communicants; 23 prayer meetings, and 
17 Sabbath schools.

but to the Christian public at large. 

‘The work on baptism was prepared by Dr. B. Kurtz, in obedience to 
a resolution of this synod, and is a lucid and forcible exposition of the 
subjects and mode of Christian baptism. The highest recommendation 
that can be given to it, is the terms of unqualified approbation in which 
disinterested and competent judges have spoken of it. 

The “Popular Exposition’’ was prepared by Rev. Messrs. J. G. Mor- 
ris and C, A. Smith, of Baltimore. “This volume embraces the gospels 
of Matthew and Mark, and is certainly a very valuable work, particu- 
larly adapted for bible classes, Sabbath schools, and private families. 
The exposition of the sacred text is plain, clear, and forciable. Diffi- 
culties are not passed over lightly, or made more difficult by obscure 
phrases and far-fetched criticisms, but are met and disposed of in a sat- 
isfactory manner. ‘The “ practical observations’’ contained in the work 
are particularly valuable; and the book cannot fail to do good where 
ever itis intzoduced and studied. fa 

The “* Protestant Almanack for 1841,”’ is what it professes to be,—a 
Protestant almanack. It is upon the plan of the German Calenders, 
neatly and beautifully executed and cannot fail to prove interesting to 
every protestant family into which it isintroduced. Besides answering 
ail the purposes of an almanac, it contains sketches of the Reformation, 
the lives of Luther, Zwingle, Calvin, and Wesley, and many other in- 
teresting facts connected with the history of Protestantism, and the er- 
rors and séperstitions of Popery. Your committee would move the 
the following resolutions as expressive of the sense of this synod. 
Resolved, That the above named works are cordially recommended 
to the patronage of our people in particular, and the Christian public at

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ITEMS OF PAROCHIAL REPORTS, 


Not given in the Statistical Table. 


The committee appointed to receive from the brethren any additional 
items of parochial reports, not incorporated in the statistical table, would 
respectfully submit the following : 

We have waited upon the brethren, and received what additional re- 
marks any wished to make, and give them in their own language in the 
order in which their names occur in our minutes, 

Brother J. Kehler, of Cumberland, says, ‘‘ In the course of the last 


_ synodical year the Lord has been pleased to visit several of my congre- 


gations with the gracious out-pouring of his Lloly Spirit. The good 
work commenced in a small congregation about ten miles east of Cum- 
berland, where the people had been without preaching of any kind for 
several years. After laboring among them statedly for about three 


- months, one of my hearers requested me to preach a sermon on the 


subject of the new birth. ‘This I regarded as a favorable indication, 
and so it preved to be; for seon afterwnrds the work of the Lord com- 
menced. ‘Twelve professed to find peace in a Saviour’s atoning blood, 
and cast in their lot with the people of God. It is worthy of remark, 
that all the male members of this little congregation pray in public. I 
preach for them on week days, and on the Sabbath they meet to sing 
and pray. They area very interesting little flock, and are now engaged 
in the erection of a house of worship. 

On Easter Monday the holy fire broke out at Union church,.about six 
miles north of Cumberland. Upon the first invitation fifteen trembling 
mourning penitents presented themselves to be prayed for. ‘The work 
has been progressing ever since. In one family three sons and one 
daughter were rejoicing together in the Lord at the same time, while 
the father stood up and exhorted them to faithfulness. In this congre- 
gation 38 were hopefully converted, and a few Sabbaths since connected 
themselves with the Lutheran church. The work is going on, and it 
seems as though with few exceptions, the whole neighborhood would 
be converted to God. ll the glory be to his name. 

The work has extended to another congregation in Little Valley, 
about three miles distant from Union. Here also the Lord is doing 
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great things for the people. Although I preach here on week days, the 
house is usually crowded, and a number have recently been made the 
subjects of renewing grace, and have * passed from death unto life.”’ 

At Zion’s church, about ten miles north of Cumberland, there are 
likewise some favorable indications. Here, a few Sabbaths ago, 17 had 
their names registered among the people of God. In the course of a 
few months past, 57 made a profession of religion, and became mem- 
bers of the Lutheran church. Some few of the converts attached them- 
selves to another branch of Christ’s church. 

The whole number that connectéd themselves with the Lethoren 
church, as the fruits of these revivals, is 75. May they prove faithful, 
and at last be admitted as members of the church triumphant in heaven.” 

Brother M. Wachter, of Middletown, remarks, that upon the whole 
his charge has been in an interesting and flourishing condition during 
the past year. In his Middletown congregation there was a very pre- 
cious revival last winter. Between 20 and 30 were hopefully converted 
to the Lord. The prayer meetings were-very interesting. Our church 
was repaired, and is now commodious, comfortable and neat. In the 
mountain congregation the state of things has also been encouraging. 

Brother J. Winter stated that, during the year he had resigned Ins 
his congregatiou at Clearspring, with a view of removing to the state 
state of Ohio. But having been disappointed in making his arrange- 
ments, he did not go. ‘The Clearspring congregation has been added to 
the charge of brother Startzman, of Williamsport. Brother Winter 
now has charge of two small congregations in the mountain, and in the 
Little Cove, and the other at a place called Park’s Head. This change 
will account for the difference in his es report between this and 
former years. 

Brother J. G. Morris reports that the English Lutheran church of Bal- 
timore, of which he is pastor, has been graciously blessed with an ex- 
tensive revival of religion during the last year, which has resulted in 
the addition of 108 new members to the congregation, and the spiritual 
growth of those who were professors before. ‘The number of commu- 
nicants during this year was doubled. Brotherly love and a spirit of 
prayer, and liberality in supporting’ the cause of God, extensively 
prevail. Most of the benevolent operations of day for the extension of 
the Redeemer’s kingdom, have been patronized and efficiently aided by 
this church. ‘The public services of God’s house, and the various 
prayer meetings are well attended. The establishment of a new church, 
growing out of this one, is contemplated, and energetic measures are 
being pursued to effect the object. There are three prayer meetings, 
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one male, one female, one general, and a general meeting for conversa- 
tion and inquiry, The male prayer meeting consists of 40 members, 
every one of whom performs the exercise of prayer when called on, 
The female prayer-meeting consists of 80 members, all of whom lead 


the meeting in rotation. 


Brother D. J. Hauer remarks that during the past pres one of the 


congregations under his care has been engaged in the erection of a 
church. Harmony and brotherly love prevail; and, although God has 


‘hot given us such reviving and. refreshing seasons as in former years, 


yet he has not withdrawn his favor from us. During the past winter 
and spring, a considerable degree of religious excitement prevailed in 
St. Paul’s church, and souls have been converted in both his congrega- 
tions. The means of grace have been regularly attended, and the be- 
neyolent institutions of the church have not been forgotten. 

Brother J. P. Cline reports that upon the whole his charge has been 
in a mo-¢e interesting and flourishing condition during the past year than 
ever before. In two of his cougregations precious little revivals have 
occurred. Numerous cases of conversion have taken place, some of 
them of a most interesting character, and exhibiting strikingly the power 
of divine grace. Vital piety has greatly increased; prayer meetings 
have been well attended and very interesting, and what may appeat 
worthy of remark to many, there are two prayer meetings of a promis- 
ing character in his charge among the European Germans, conducted 
by themselves. His charge is evidently much improved. 

S. W. Harkey states that, though he has met with various difficulties 
and sore trials in the prosecution of the Master’s work, there have been 
many tokens of good among his people. In his Bethel church at the 
moppiain, 7 miles north west from Frederick, a little revival took place 
last fall; deep feeling and interest on the t of religion generally 
prevailed, and a number of souls were hopefuljy converted; many in- 
teresting prayer meetings were held from house to house over the neigh- 
borhood. In Frederiek city there was considerable religious excitement 
in his congregation last spring. Between 20 and 30 cases of hopeful 
conversation came under his notice, and many others seemed deeply 
interested. Prayer meetings were more interesting than ever before. 


piety in the congregation has evidently beem raised. Most of the bene- 
yolent. operations of the church were aided Four young men from 
the congregation, who bid fair to become useful, are now pursuing their 


studies at Gettysburg, preparatory for the ministry, while two others 


have boarded in his family and studied with him; one of whom has 
been received as a licentiate of the Maryland synod at this meeting.

In the midst of the great political exciterhent which, at present, seems 
to absorb every other interest, still we think we can discern, like E}i- 
jah, a little cloud rising, which betokens a rich shower of grace. May 
it come very soon and abundantly.”’
